The vest Is fastened 
by Binnll buttons of tho same color as tho linen, and loops of fine cord. Tho 
neck and sleeves aro finished by straps with rounded ends. Mushroom-shaped 
hat, trimmed with ribbon loops hanging from tho back and a wreath of roses 
crossing tho crown. Material required for tho dress: Seven yards llnon 40

FORESTRY BUREAU RULES 


OVER MILLIONS OF ACRES 


, newspapers have Increased more rap. 


Idly than morning 
newspapers.

hundred years ago there were 350 
newspapers In tho United States, hav- 
ing «n aggregate circulation of 22,- 
321,700 copies por annum.

ASHINGTON'.—The Forestry Bu- 
reau, which now administers 


moro acres of land than any other 
Institution In tho world and Is tho 
landlord branch of the Federal Gov- 
ernment, has Just compiled Its report 
covering statistics of crazing on tho 
public lands of tho great West. The> 
figures will give some Idea of the scale 
on which Uncle Sam has gone Into the 
land business, and are very comfort- 
ing because of their very size, for If 
the existing policy Is unmolested tho 
vast areas of forest and mountain now 
embraced In reserves will for all tlmo 
be administered In the Interest of tho 
entire people. 
' There nro now moro than 15(5,000,. 
000 acres of land In tho national for- 
ests. Grazing Is permitted, but under 
strict regulations, made In order that 
the grass may not bo destroyed by 
overfeeding. 
This, by the way, Is 


'what has caused most of tho friction 
In the West. Owners of flocks and 
herds In that section of tho country 
/or years havo been accustomed to 
grazing without restrictions of any 
,klnd. Many of them In tlmo caino to 
Jook upon tho public domain ns their 
very own, in an Important sense, and 
they were quick to resent any effort 
on tho part of the government to con- 
serve either forest or grazing land. 
Hut this friction Is rapidly disappear- 
ing, as tho western people see that 
without such conservation tho range 
and forest In tlmo will bo destroyed. 


A glanco at tho regulations govern- 


ing grazing on tho government forests 
will glvo tho reader a very good Iden 
of tho government forest policy and 
how It Is being administered. Stock- 
men who deslro to mako use of tho 
range apply for permits stating tho 
kind of stock they have, tho quantity 
of It and the location of tho rangq they 
want. Tho forest officers then proceed 
to mako allotments, apportioning tho 
available pasture among tho appli- 
cants on aa equitable a basis ns prac- 
ticable. 


Sometimes stockmen who llvo near 


forests or havo stock near them allow 
that stock to drift across lines. If this 
Is done carelessly or wilfully It Is con- 
sidered trespass and tho offender Is 
subject to a fine and may also bo sued 
for damages. 
Tho number of tres- 


pass cases last year was 183, of which 
1G3 were settled out of court. 
Tho 


sum collected for theso trespasses ag- 
gregated $D.G7G, These trespass cases 
havo been another soiirco of friction 
between tho government and tho 
grazers. It Is difficult for the west 
to realize that, tho country now being 
thickly populated, It Is no longer pos- 
slblo to maintain tho old tlmo free 
rango without destroying that range. 
The entire system of permits and fees 
Is for tho purpose of enabling tho 
government to know that tho range 
within the reserves Is not being over- 
fed. 


NEWSPAPERS FAST EATING 


UP OUR SPRUCE FORESTS 


T 


HE rapidity with which the news- 
paper Is eating up the American 


spruce forests has caused some alarm 
among officials of tho government, 
who havo been looking Into tho thing. 
Tho conversion of spruce timber Into 
paper Is going on at tho rato of 1.765,- 
000 feet for every working day In tho 
year. 
And most of this timber Is cut 


In the United States, although a few 
wood pulp Jogs aro Imported 
from 


Canada. 


During 1905 tho newspaper demand 


alono consumed 900,000 tons of manu- 
factured whlto paper. 
This was one- 


third of tho output of all tho paper 
mlllfl In tho country. To mako it re- 
quired an army of 1C.OOO men, who 
drew 19,000,000 In wages. 
Tho mills 


used raw material amounting to 1,300,- 
000 cords, representing tho 
cut 
of 


about 100,000 acres. 


Tho'present tariff on lumber causes 


this enormous drain to fall almost en- 
tirely upon tho forests of tho United 
States. It has been suggested that 
It would bo a wiso political and eco- 
nomic move to remove this lumlior 
duty, and let tho paper mills begin to 
cat Into tho almost limitless forests of. 
Canada. 


Incidentally tho price of paper 


would, drop some, and tho paper trust 
would not havo quite tho monopoly on 
affairs which It has to-day. 


Increased slzo 'of newspapers and 


magazines la laid by government ex- 
ports to tho Introduction of tho typo- 
sotting machine.

BRUTALITY OF MEDICAL ETHICS. 


A Great Surgeon Barred from Mem- 


benhlp In Medical Association. 


(Prom tho National Dructclst for June, 


ISO;.) 


Dr. Augustus Charles Bcrnays. who 


died a few days ago In St. Louis, WBB, 
probably, tho foremost surgeon la tho 
United States. 
Ilia fame was co- 


extensive with tho ionized world. Ho 
was not only an operator of tbw high- 
est order, but a tireless and exhaus- 
tive worker In tho field of original 
surgery. Ho performed tho Ant suc- 
cessful Caesarian section in 1889 In. 
St. Louis, and also tho llrst successful 
coellotomy for gunshot wound of tho 
abdomen and tho first gallstone opera- 
tion In Missouri. A iwcord hold bjr 
Dr. Ilemays has never been equaled: 
Out of elghty-ono successive cases 
of 
appendicitis which necessitated 


operations, seventy-one in succession 
were with perfectly satisfactory ro- 
suits, tho seventy-second patient fall- 
Ing of recovery, but tho subsequent 
nine cases wero successfully treated. 


And yet. with such a record, match- 


less as was his skill, varied and ex- 
tensive as was his learning, wonder- 
ful as wero his accomplishments, ho 
was not considered, by tho American 
Medical Association, ns worthy of 
membership In that organization. 


No charges were 
over 
brought 


against him which, in tho remotest 
degree, reflected on his qualifications 
as a surgeon ; his moral character was 
never the subject of attack; ho waa 
never accused of having dotio any- 
thing unbecoming a man or a gontlo- 
man. "Tho head and front of his of- 
fending had this extent — no more!" 
Ho dared to think! 
Ho refused to 


mold his opinions and to govern his 
actions by tho arbitrary rules which 
those whom ho know to bo his Infer- 
iors had set up for his guidance! In 
other words, he could not regard tho 
Code of Ethics of tho American Medi- 
cal Association as being Inspired, or 
having any binding authority on him 
whore his Judgment told him it was 
wrong. 
And so, twenty years ago 


or more, on account of some trivial in- 
fraction of this sacred "Code," a 
movement waa started to expel him 
from tho local association, which was 
only defeated by hla hastily sending 
In his resignation. As membership in, 
tho A. M. A. is dependent upon mem- 
bership In tho local and State socie- 
ties, his name was dropped by tho 
national organization. 


And so, though ho had saved thou- 


sands of lives; though other physi- 
cians had profited by hla art; this 
brilliant surgeon; thla great and able 
man, haa, during all these years, been 
an outcast— a medical "scab;" not 
recognized as "ethical" or worthy of 
fellowship by that body of physicians 
banded together In tho American Mod- 
leal Association! 


And this is tho association which, 


undor pretense of working for tho 
public good. Is, In reality, only seeking 
to control Congress and tho State 
Legislatures In the Interest of their 
own selfish schemes; which la trying 
to crcato a Cabinet position and to 
place ono of Its members in that po- 
sition; which Is endeavoring by law 
to exclude from tho use of tho malls, 
all manufacturers of medicines who 
do not comply with tho absurd re- 
quirements that they choose to set 
up; which, In short, Is trying to put 
upon tho Btatuto books of Stato and 
nation laws that will, in effect, estab- 
lish a kind of medical priesthood, to 
which only their own members will bo 
eligible with power and control over 
tho health and lives of tho people! 


God help tho druggists, tho drug 


manufacturers, physicians not mem- 
bers of tbolr guild, and tho people 
generally, if this association over sue- 
coeds In Its undertaking. If It does, 
It will, after tho fashion of tho labor 
unions, dictate a "closed shop," and 
say to doctors who prefer to be Inde- 
pendent, "You must join our union 
or, fulling to do so, compel them to 
get out of the business. It will say 
what medicines shall be taken, and 
how they shall bo made. It will hedgo 
tho people about with a lot of petty 
regulations under pretenso of protect- 
ing the public health. In fine, a medi- 
cal bureaucracy will bo established to 
tyrannize over tho people, 


Lot no man call this a falso alarm. 


If there are those who aro inclined 
to do so, let them read tho journal of 
tho A. M. A. 
Lot them scan tho 


proceedings of tho association, held 
always behind closed doors, and care- 
fully edited, as they are, before they 
aro published in its official organ. If 
they will do this they will BOO that wo 
aro not trying to create a bugaboo to 
frighten tholr timid souls.

Secretary Navln 
of tho Detroit club U of tho latter opin- 
ion. Ho said: 


"I'm not looking for tips on players 


who aro starting out In tho small 
leagues. 
Not a day passes that I 


don't receive scores of letters telling 
me about a certain young pitcher on 
such and such a club, or a great hit- 
ting outfielder on tho homo team; but 
I have been Initiated, and ono and all 
of these letters go Into tho waste-no- 
per basket. You can not get desirable 
men from tho little leagues," Insists 
Navln. 


"Tho Detroit club has had experi- 


ences before and doesn't want to en- 
counter any more. Tho drawback lies 
In tho fact that It this or that young- 
ster falls tn mako good In tho big 
league wo Iliul trouble In placing him. 
Usually tho manager will say that ho 
could havo secured tho youngster from 
tho samo league If ho wanted him, and 
naturally a good minor league club 
balks on taking a green ono. LakafT, 
Ilowan and Forrester are examples.

times. That's why I contend that U Is 
better to get better pitchers 
from 


strong leagues, like Suggs of Memphis 
and Summers of Indianapolis, Instead 
of digging In tho 'bush' organizations 
and pulling out phenoms."

Ho recent- 
ly consented to tho request of tho con- 
sular corps nnd the shippers that har- 
bor Improvements should he 
under- 


taken In Casablanca. Whereupon tho 
suspicious Kabyles of tho adjacent 
mountain fastnesses rushed down to 
the "White House" city and killed 12 
or 15 Europeans, mostly Spaniards, 
who wero engaged upon tho work. 


In making concessions to the Euro- 


pean spirit of progress nnd enterprise, 
for which his people aro not ready, tho 
unlucky and probably most Incapable 
young sultan has raised a storm which 
may cost him his throne. To-day, If 
ho stands with his people, ho Is threat- 
ened with a foreign expedition, while 
If ho stands by tho treaty ho runs oven

Present Ruler Unpopular. 


Abdul Aziz's accession to tho throne 


wna a moat unpopular one. and this 
fact probably accounts for tho fact 
that early In his reign ho surrounded 
himself with foreigners 
who, with 


some exceptions, wero not generally 
men of n high type—rope 
wnlkera, 


photographers, balloonlsts. and sleight- 
of-hand men wero tho representatives 
of western civilization who for n long 
time appealed most powerfully to tho 
young sultan's appreciation of our cul- 
ture. In view of tho rising tldo of dis- 
content and tho disaffection oven of 
tho people of tho capital, and tho 
growing strength of tho various rovo- 
lutlons In progress. In tho last year 
tho sultan has dismissed his staff of 
foreign adventurers and goes to tho 
mosque na regularly na his father did 
—but probably tho harm has been 
douo. In Morocco, as well as In other 
countries, a reputation for orthodoxy 
la hard to retrieve. 


Ono brother of tho unlucky sultan. 


Mulal Hufld by name, of whoso char- 
acter nnd leanings upon tho questions 
of tho day llttlo la known, has been 
formally proclaimed sultan 
In 
tho 


great mosque ut Morocco City. 
An- 


other brother Hassan, It Is said, has 
been exorcising rights of sovereignty 
In tho Hlff highlands, west of Tctanu 
and on tho Mediterranean coast for 
two years past. In the Sus country an- 
other brother, who beara tho nnmo of 
Morocco's greatest sultan, Mulal Is- 
mull, la threatening rebellion with a 
forco of fanatical horsemen estimated 
at 35,000 at his buck, while In tho 
western provinces still 
slumber tho 


never radically suppressed rebellions 
of tho Uogut and Hou Hamara, 
tho 


benevolent "Father of tho Asses," who, 
with his claim to divine descent and 
revelation nnd his wondrous gift of 
eloquonco, exercises a remarkable In 
flucnco upon tho mulo drivers und^all 
tho other nomadic folk of tho empire. 


Nations Have Hard Task. 


Such In outline is tho situation by 


which Franco nnd Spain find them- 
selves confronted bceuuso of tho recog- 
nition of their special Interests In tho 
disturbed country, and tho police man- 
date which they received at tho con- 
ference of tho powers at Algeclrns. In 
tho light of recent events It would 
seem not at all unlikely that their 
diplomatic victory at tho conference 
will entail upon France and Spain tho 
loss of many thousands of men nnd 
many millions of francs, which neither 
can afford to throw away. Tho talk 
of an expedition to Fez, a Hying col- 
umn of 10,000 men, In which tho boule- 
vard sheets Indulge, Is tho sheerest 
nonsense, or tho wildest madness. It 
would require 1CO.OOO men, all picked 
troops, to capture Fez, and It would re- 
quire many thousands more, and re- 
quire them indefinitely, to hold tho 
holy city nnd maintain something ap- 
proaching law and order In tho sur- 
rounding country. 


Portugal waa for several hundred 


years In possession of nearly all tho 
Moorish ports on tho Atlantic coast, 
Including Casablanca; Indeed, tho sec- 
ond title of tho ruler of Portugal to- 
day Is "King of the Algnrvcs," which 
refers to tho royal 
pretensions to 


Moorish sovereignty, all substantial 
basis to which has long since disap- 
peared, together with tho East Indian 
dependencies 


Fate of Portuguese Army. 


It was In 1578 that Dom Sebastian. 


th« chivalrous hero t" Portuguese song 
and story, equipped an army for tho 
purpose of overrunning tho 
whole 


country. A duke of Lclnstor and many 
other gentlemanly adventurers Joined 
Dom Sebastian's standards nnd began 
the Journey to tho capital, which so 
many conquerors have undertaken but 
In which no single ono has succeeded, 
at least not since tho day when tho 
green banners of tho Prophet of Islam 
wero llrst Hung to tho breezes from 
tho battlements of Fez. 


Dom Sebastian and his army of 20,- 


000 men, together with tho uncounted 
adventurers who had como together 
from all over Christendom to follow 
so gallant and so generous a prince, 
met their fate In tho valley by Alkesnr, 
which Is watered by a shallow river 
generally identified by historians and 
geographers as tho Llxus of Pliny. 
There 20,000 men wero cut to pieces 
by the Moorish cavalry, and those who 
died hero by tho sword wero tho for- 
tunate mombcrB of tho army. Accord- 
Ing to some accounts, Dom Sebastian 
and the more notable of his followers, 
wounded or captives, woro taken to 
Meklnez, whore, after they had graced 
tho triumph of tho terrible sultan, Ab- 
del-.Melot, their conqueror, tho greater 
number of them wero hurled allvo In 
tho city walls. In these «amo walls 
nro visible to-day many hundred brick- 
ed up colls In which on this occasion 
nnd at other times of fanatical fury, 
Christiana woro Immured while living 
as n punishment for refusing to recite 
tho fatlha nnd so bocomo renegades 
to their creed. 
Ceded to England. 


After this disaster Portugal gradu- 


ally withdrew from Morocco, and in 
1CGO what remained of her conquests

Prom 40,000 to (10,000 men wore en- 
gaged for two years, with heavy casu- 
alties, and oven greater louses from 
sickness. At tho end of tho second 
campaign, tho Sancho I'anza In Cas- 
tllllan politics got tho upper hand of 
tho Don Quixote, proclaimed honor 
satisfied, tho terms offered by tho 
Moors all that could bo desired, and 
retired In a blaze of false glory, out 
of which O'Donnoll secured a duke- 
dom and many Spanish regiments un- 
pronounceable Moorish names. 
But 


tho real results wore nono.

torles, propel every train and carriage 
In our streets, and do all tho cooking 
in our homes as well as furnish all 
tho light that man may nood by night 
as well as by day.' It will replace all 
wood and coal as a producer of motive 
power and bout and electric light- 
ing." 


His idea is simple enough, consist-

heat of tho sun on a focal point by a

and 
magnifying 


glasses, and tho groat bout so pro- 
duced as directed upon a glass cylin- 
der filled with 
water. This 
last- 


named is chemically prepared, so that 
it rapidly evaporates Into steam. 


Tho steam la made to oporato a 


stoam engine, which. In turn, gen- 
erates electricity. This electricity is 
recolvod by storage batteries, and a 
vast and cheap supply is generated 
for nil purposes. With thousands of 
thcno sun stations dotted about horo 
unil thoro, tho problem of motive pow- 
er supply would seem to bo solved, 
The chief difficulty with tho Tosla so- 
lar engine is the cost of storing the 
batteries and keeping them stored.
